No dramatic find was uncovered, but the 
youngsters did locate a spark plug, glass of various colors, 
nails, including the pioneer style square-head variety, 
cabinet hardware and some well-preserved cloth 
County moves to mine 
'gold' from landfills

A few years ago Santa Barbara County 
and most municipalities got into the 
business of recycling junk cars. The 
state provided subsidies to get aban­ 
doned cars off the streets, out of the 
yards and on their way to the metal 
reclaimers. The program was and is a 
rousing success. 
Now the commonwealth has embarked 
on another project that digs deep into our 
common concern: the recycling of the 
vast amount of materials that are 
shucked off by our affluent society. Ac­ 
tually we re going to become systematic 
scavengers at the town dump, because 
there are materials more valuable than 
gold in those landfills. 
All this to the end that we use less of 
the earth's bounty. 
The Board of Supervisors got into the 
thick of the effort this week with the 
creation of a 15-member resource 
recycling committee — three members 
from each of the county's five super­ 
visorial districts. Applications for 
Fourth District residents who want to 
serve should be filed in Supervisor 
Robert L. Hedlund’s office in the Lom­ 
poc County Administration Building, 
Cypress Avenue and E Street. 
The need is urgent because the board 
wants to get the show on the road in less 
than 30 days. 
Municipal public works directors of 
the county’s five cities will serve as a 
technical resource for the committee, 
according to Paul Price of the county 
public works department. 
Price says the county has been earning 
several thousands of dollars a year in a 
pilot project of recovery in the Santa 
Barbara area. Washing machines, 
abandoned refrigerators and other ap­ 


pliances are plucked out of the trash and 
picked over for valuable parts such as 
motors and pumps. 
Soon, valuable wood and metals will 
also be retrieved at all landfills including 
the city-county facility on South Avalon 
Road, southwest of Lompoc. 
All that is only the tip of the iceberg, 
but other possibilities are already 
emerging Lompoc’s director of sanita­ 
tion. James Brightwell says the city has 
inaugurated a program of using treated 
sewer plant effluent to water streetside 
trees and vegetation and as a dust con­ 
trol measure at the landfill. Brightwell 
savs the city's 1.000-gallon tank trucks 
are being fiiled at the plant on Central 
Avenue regularly. The trucks formerly 
used treated water that came out of the 
domestic water supply lines. Sewer ef­ 
fluent is free and you can’t beat that 
price. 
Brightwell says he’s also interested in 
persuading construction contractors and 
county road construction people to use 
the effluent for dust control instead of 
the fresh and treated drinking water that 
they are now using. 


Beyond all this there are signs that the 
county is exploring cooperative recycl­ 
ing ventures with Ventura and San Luis 
Obispo counties, according to Price 
Ultimate recycling system. Price says, 
is “ pyrolis.'' The system costs millions 
of dollars to build and years to organize, 
but when it s on line it would literally 
retrieve anything of value from trash 
Biggest end product of course, would be 
some form of gas for energy use. Price 
says. That's down the pike a bit, but you 
have to start somewhere, and the super­ 
visors have taken the first step. 
The top and bottom line to all this is 
that it works and in the words of a tv per­ 
sonality, “ That’s the name of that tune." 


HANOI, Vietnam (U PI) — Premier 
Pham Van Dong of Communist Vietnam 
told White House emissaries today the 
“ new spirit" of President Carter can 
solve all problems between his country 
and the United States. 
Dong marched from his palace and 
down a red carpet to greet the White 
House delegation led by United Auto 
Workers union leader Leonard Wood­ 
cock. He seated the delegation under a 
six-foot-high bust of Ho Chi Minh and 
smiled. 
“ I am indeed very pleased to meet you 
today because you come to us with good 
will and as I understand President 
Carter’s wish to solve our problems in a 
new spirit,” said Ho’s successor as 
leader of Vietnam. 
Woodcock leaned forward and nodded 
agreement. 
“ And if so, I see no obstacle to our 
resolving the problems," Dong said. 
Woodcock, heading a five-member 
commission sent to Vietnam for more 
data on 2.500 Americans still listed as 
missing in the Indochina war, said his 
opening talks with Dong's lieutenants in­ 
dicated progress was being made toward 
the United States and Vietnam burying 
the hatchet 
“ We believe that if everything con­ 
tinues as our talks have gone so far, we 
will have a constructive report to submit 
to our President,” Woodcock said. 
Dong smiled and pressed his fingers 
together. 
“ Too long have tragic events kept our 
countries apart." Woodcock said. 
Earlier today Vietnam pledged to 
trace Americans still listed as missing in 
the Indochina war, but said the United 
States has a commitment of national 
honor to aid Vietnam ’s post-war 
reconstruction. 
“ Regarding Americans missing in ac­ 
tion. we have set up a special organiza­ 
tion from the central to the lower levels 
to seek information on not only Viet­ 
namese but also Americans missing in 
action," Deputy Foreign Minister Ngo 
Dien told reporters “ This work will con­ 
tinue " 
Dien leaned over teacups in a foreign 
ministry conference room and said that 
in the Paris peace accords of 1973, the 
United States committed itself to aiding 
Hanoi's reconstruction program 
“ This is not just a question of money 
but of national responsibility and honor," 
he said. 
Asked if he meant the United States 
should carry out a $3.2 billion aid com­ 
mitment reportedly made by former 
President Richard Nixon in a letter to 
Hanoi. Dien replied: “ The question does 
not relate to Mr. Nixon but to the United 
States ” 
Dien spoke as United Auto Workers 
President Leonard Woodcock and four 
other members of a White House delega­ 
tion met with Vietnamese officials to 
begin two days of talks on President 
Carter’s efforts to press Hanoi for more 
information on 2,550 Americans listed as 
missing in the war. 
After the session under a beaming 
protrait of the late Ho Chi Minh, Wood­ 
cock smiled and told reporters his 
delegation and the Vietnamese had 
agreed to say nothing publicly until the 
talks end Friday afternoon. 
The Woodcock commission came with 
instructions to discuss only the missing 
Americans and to do no more than listen 
if — as has happened in the past — the 
Vietnamese bring up the question of U.S. 
aid 
There was no immediate word on 
whether the Vietnamese were preparing 
to hand over to the delegation the re­ 
mains of 12 missing Americans whose 
deaths were reported by Radio Hanoi in 
September. 
Asked if the remains were being 
handed over, he said the Woodcock group 
and the Vietnamese they were meeting 
“ will be seeking ways to solve that." 
“ We do not turn toward the past but 
look to the future," Dien repeatedly told 
reporters. 
"In our relations with the United 
States we turn our eyes toward the 
future". 


Assassination stuns Lebanese 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (U PI) - Assas­ 
sinated leftist leader Kamal Jumblatt 
was buried in his home town today and 
stunned politicians sought to avert 
renewed Christian-Moslem fighting that 
ended four months ago. 
Arab peacekeeping troops who have 
imposed a fragile peace since last 
November went on alert and intensified 
roadblocks and patrols throughout the 
paralyzed capital and in the Chouf dis­ 
trict where the killing took place 
Jumblatt was buried after midday 
prayers in Mukhtara. 36 miles south of

The competition was 
organized by faculty sponsors Orval Williams and Dennis Smith 
Carter says U.S. energy 
thrust must shift to coal 


CHARLESTON. W Va (U PI) - President Carter, making 
his first major trip to meet the people, said today the nation 
must make an “ inevitable, major shift" from oil and natural 
gas to coal as its main source of energy. 
Giving a hint at one thrust of the comprehensive national 
energy plan he will present to Congress April 20, Carter told 
an energy roundtable here: 
“ We now have 90 per cent of our energy reserves in coal 
and only 18 per cent of the energy we use comes from coal. 
The one inevitable major shift in the years ahead is away 
from oil and natural gas toward coal." 
Carter started the second day of his two day trip at a 
private home in the small textile town of Clinton. Mass. He 
spent the night there and ate an unusually large breakfast 
before flying here for the roundtable. 
Later today, he arranged to go to New York City for an ad­ 
dress to the United Nations. 
The Clinton and Charleston visits are part of the Presi­ 
dent's campaign promise to “ stay close to the people.” 
The energy roundtable is one of several conferences being 
sponsored by the administration to get first hand opinions on 
energy and the environment. 
Today’s 18 participants inlcuded West Virginia Gov. Jay 
Rockefeller, 
environmentalists and consumer represen­ 
tatives. Also attending was Ed Smith, a coal miner for 40 
years, who Carter said had taken the day off. 
James Schlesinger, Carter's top energy adviser, said the 


new energy policy would be built around two principles: 
^-Conservation and fuel efficiency. 
—“ Switching to those fuels that are domestically 
available, coal." 
The President was greeted at the Charleston airport by a 
crowd estimated at 4.500, including hundreds of waving 
children. The Charleston and DuPont High School bands 
played "Anchors Aweigh" for the Naval Academy 
graduate 
The President flew here from Clinton, Mass., where he at­ 
tended a town meeting and spent the night with an average 
family Wednesday He arranged to fly to New York later to­ 
day for a speech to the United Nations 
“ It’s been great,” Carter told crowds in Clinton as he 
ended his visit earlier today. 
Before leaving Clinton. Carter briefly greeted several 
hundred persons lining Chestnut Street where he spent the 
night at the home of Edward and Katherine Thompson. He 
breakfasted with the family on bacon and scrambled eggs, 
then sent a note to school with their high school freshman 
daughter, excusing her for being tardy this morning. 
After breakfast, the President carried his luggage to his 
car before leaving the New England town of 13.000 for the 
airport.

“ It's been great. ITianks for everything. I really ap­ 
preciate it," said Carter, dressed in a tan raincoat in cold 
windy weather.

Situation in Zaire 
said 'deteriorating' 


KINSHASA. Zaire (U PI) — Zaire to­ 
day was bolstered by airlifted U S aid 
and Belgian military supplies against a 
widening eight-day-old invasion it has 
suggested is led by Soviet-backed Cuban 
mercenaries A U.S. Embassy official 
said the situation is deteriorating. 
"The situation is deteriorating," the 
American official said, “ From what we 
can piece together, the invading forces 
are moving toward the eastern part of 
Shaba province, in the general direction 
of the city of Kolwezi." 
He said the Constructeurs Inga Shaba, 
a construction firm that is a subsidiary 
of Morrison-Knudsen 
International 
Company of Boise. Idaho, had ordered 
the evacuation of 26 dependents of U S 
construction workers in Kolwezi. 
. 


The official said there had been 85 
Americans at Kolwezi. dependents and 
construction workers working on the 
Inga-Shaba electric transmission line. 
Little word was filtering back to 
Kinshasa about the fighting itself and the. 


official said the embassy had no plans at 
the moment to send in an American 
observer. 
An editorial by the national news 
agency AZAP said “ all the occupied 
areas have been transformed into 
minefields and the mercenaries are 
avoiding any direct confrontation with 
the regular Zaire army. They are 
launching rockets and missiles to avoid 
any engagement. They disappear at the 
approach of reconnaissance planes and 
never appear during the day " 
It said the invading troops had crossed 
the border from Angola disguised either 
as civilians or as Zairean troops. 
It said their “ new type of combat" was 
hindering the Zaire forces, who have 
been obliged to adapt their fighting 
methods 


In Washington, Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance said the eight-day-old at­ 
tack on the copper-rich Shaba province 
could deal a “ severe blow" to Zaire’s 
economy. 


Reorganization authority okayed 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
Government Operations Committee to­ 
day overwhelmingly approved President 
C a rte r’s 
requested government 
reorganization authority, clearing the 
way for final congressional action by 
next week. 
With chairman Jack Brooks declaring, 
“ this is the best unconstitutional bill that 
can be drawn up," the committee voted 
39 to 3 to send the bill to the full House. 
The measure, a similar version of 
which has already passed the Senate, 
would give Carter authority over th^ 
next three years to submit reorganiza­ 
tion plans to Congress 


Brooks had fought Carter’s proposal 
because he objected to the measure’s 
“ one-house veto" under which each plan 
would automatically become effective 
after 60 days unless disapproved by 
either house of Congress. 


But the Texas Democrat backed down 
on his opposition, accepting a provision 
that will make it easier for any member 
of Congress to secure a vote on every 
plan. 


“ That is about as ironclad an as­ 
surance as can be written into law to 
guarantee there will be a vote on every 
plan. ” Brooks said

acreage 
downzoned 


The County Planning Com­ 
mission voted Wednesday to 
downzone additional Santa 
Ynez Valley agricultural areas, 
and sent its recommendations 
to the Board of Supervisors for 
confirmation. 
In one action, the commission 
voted 9-1 to recommend ap­ 
plication of a 20-acre limited 
agricultural designation on a 
large part of a 228-acre area ly­ 
ing on both sides of Alamo Pin­ 
tado Rd., south of Ballard. Ex­ 
isting zoning is five-acre 
limited agricultural. 
Later, the commission 
agreed unanimously to down­ 
zone a 120-acre mesa area in 
Ballard Canyon, north of State 
Rt. 246 between Solvang and 
Buellton from five-acre to 20- 
acre limited agricultural. 
Residential development of 
the latter property by Hastings 
Harcourt and Wall Street 
Development Co 
could be 
hampered if the supervisors 
agree with the finding. 
In both cases, the planners 
reconsidered earlier decisions 
at the request of the Board of 
Supervisors, when advocates of 
rezoning led by John Wiester. 
Buellton area rancher, con­ 
tended further information had 
been unearthed to support 
rezoning 


Donald Bowden, counsel for 
Harcourt, said lots of approx­ 
imately five acres were found 
to be legitimate for building 
sites and roads and public 
utilities were already in 
Larger lots in the tract area 
were to be divided later, it was 
thought. 


But planners were told by 
Marvin Roberts, owner of a 116- 
acre thoroughbred horse ranch 
below the mesa, that the hous­ 
ing development was drawing 
water from his water supply 
needed for his operation with 
140 horses. 


Former County Planning 
Commissioner Zita Nielsen, of 
Solvang. said county records in­ 
dicated the residential tract 
was proceeding after grading 
permits were taken out under 


the guise of an agricultural 
development, including barns 
and not houses. 
The commission “ had no say 
about this subdivision,” com­ 
mented Commissioner Charts 
Bratt. of Goleta 
But Bowden said building per­ 
mits had been handed out. 
The rezoning along the Alamo 
Pintado Rd. corridor linking 
Ballard and Los Olivos with 
Solvang included retention of 
five-acre agricultural zoning on 
the bluff areas east of the 
roadway as a compromise. The 
commission had twice voted 
previously to retain five-acre 
zoning. 
The rezoning recommenda­ 
tion involves a 20-acre parcel of 
A1 Reece, who has gone to court 
to try to require the county to 
allow him to set up parcels and 
homesites under five-acre zon­ 
ing A Superior Court decision 
in the case is imminent. 
Also involved is a 43-acre 
parcel under ownership of the 
E F. M errill trust. Dana 
Merrill, who has farming in­ 
terests, said he opposed 20-acre 
zoning for the entire area, but 
could support the compromise. 
Part of the Merrill ranch would 
be included in the five-acre zon­ 
ing on the hillside. 


Zel Canter, counsel for 
Reece, told the commission it 
appeared the downzoning 
proposal was a move aimed 
principally at development of 
his client’s property. 


Com m ission 
chairm an 
Darwin Sainz. of Los Alamos, 
voted against the Alamo Pin­ 
tado Rd rezoning, saying he 
felt landowners found it “ very 
hard to make a go of it with 
small agricultural parcels.”

The County Retirem ent 
Board took firm action Wednes­ 
day in approving new guidelines 
which board chairperson Ann 
Sweet said should result in a 
speedier disposition of dis­ 
ability applications. 
In essence, the board voted to 
follow recommended revised 
procedures giving it more 
direct control over the process­ 
ing of applications, to appoint 
outside attorneys for in­ 
vestigative work only where a 
special need was shown, and to 
give County Health Care Ser­ 
vices Director Lawrence Hart 
responsibility to handle the 
medical phase of the applica­ 
tions. 
The board, according to 
Sweet, of Lompoc, handed Dr. 
Hart case files on 20 of the 35 
cases which presumably can be 
handled quickest, with the ex­ 
pectation that a number of 
cases may be decided on at the 
board s next monthly session 
April 20 in Santa Barbara. 
“ Some of the cases have been 
pending for a year or so.” com­ 
mented Sweet, who is a deputy 
county clerk. She said it ap­ 
peared at least some of the 
cases were clear-cut and a deci­ 
sion wouldn’t be difficult. 
The board agreed to request 
County Counsel George Kading 
to reassign deputy Marvin 
Levine as board counsel 
This resulted from criticism 
of the county counsel’s office in 
past handling of applications. 
Deputy Melbourne Weddle had 
claimed it was necessary to 
hold up many applications for 
thorough investigations, but 
spokesmen for a coalition of 
county employe groups main­ 
tained Weddle was usurping 
authority of the board itself. 
The county counsel’s office 
had already begun to hire out­ 
side attorneys to assist in in­ 
vestigative work on a large 
group of applications that Wed­ 
dle said he hadn’t have time to 
handle. This practice will be 
discontinued, said Sweet. 
Employe group represen­ 
tatives protested to the com­ 
mission recently that the long 
delays in processing applica­ 
tions were causing financial 
hardship to many employes 
sidelined by illness or accident.

John Maguire gets paid to clown around. 
If you knew him as a student at Lompoc High School, then you know he selected the 
right profession. 
He clowned around in school. Now he works as a circus clown for John Strong 
Productions. 
Two years ago, Maguire, now 25. was working in Lompoc as a grocery clerk. He 
was making good money, but a friend who is a John Strong employe talked him into 
joining the circus. 
Maguire was bored with “ stocking the same shelves and unloading the same tFucks 
every day." He had the “ urge to travel.” 
Today he is on the road 11 months out of the year, traveling around the country to 
New York, down to Texas and up into Canada During this time he may get three days 
off. 
Being on the road, moving from town to town in trucks, means eating a lot of meals 
in restaurants, sleeping in a camper and dealing with the occasional personality con­ 
flicts that arise when 30 people live and work together 
There also is the drawback of “ not being able to go fishing or have a Sunday off and 
just go somewhere.” 
“ And I don’t like meeting people I like one day and having to split the next day, es­ 
pecially women,” he laughed. 
But Maguire figures, “ I’ll probably stick with it all my life. Show business gets in 
your blood.” 
He loves the crowds and performing in front of them 
“ I like to make people laugh.” he explained. 
The young man with the happy-go-lucky attitude started out working for John 
Strong on the tent crew and then voiced his desire to work as a clown. The following 
week the regular clowns were throwing eggs in his newly painted face. 
Pooo. another John Strong clown, trained Maguire in the tricky art of clowning 
before a circus audience, which is not as easy as it looks 
According to Maguire, a clown must be able to take falls, tolerate water thrown in 
his face arid never be embarrassed. 
A good clown also must be able to make a quick comeback if one of his jokes bombs 
out. 
“ I had trying moments. I was very nervous It takes a long time to loosen up and 
block out the audience.” said Maguire who goes by the clown name of Pete Moss 
To be an effective clown, he remarked, a person must be able to make the right 
facial expression at the right moment and hold that expression for the right amount 
of time. 
“ For a long time I took an egg in the face and I didn’t have the right expression for 
the best laughs, but one day I hit on it,” he remembered. 
The secret, he learned, is “ to think the right thought to get the right expression.” 
Maguire’s goal now is to be a producing clown Producing clowns get to think up 
their own "bits.” He is working on his own bit now, which he will debut in Oxnard and 
perform again in Lompoc on April 10 when the circus comes to town. 
He calls it his “ Evel Knievel bit.” This is where he tries to jump a ramp with a 
motorcycle, misses and lands in a garbage can Two other clowns come out with a 
stretcher and carry away the motorcycle

Swine flu program 
termed disaster' 
Daily record 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
controversial federal swine flu 
program was a “ disaster" and 
may endanger future immuni­ 
zation programs in California, a 
top health official said Wednes­ 
day. 


“ From an overall view the 
swine flu program was a dis­ 
aster for immunization in 
general.” State Health Director 
Jerome Lackner said in an in­ 
terview 


Lackner said the damage 
caused by the federal swine flu 
program to the credibility of 
other inoculation efforts will 
not be fully known until public 
attitude toward mass immuni­ 
zations can be tested again 


"I think whether or not it will 
impact on people adversely in 
terms of lower levels of im­ 
munizations for rubella and 
polio depends on how the public 
reacts to the federal swine flu 
program in the long run." he 
said 


“ If they treat it as a predic­ 
tion of all things to come from 
federal immunization pro* 
grams we are going to feel a 
had effect.” he said 


During 1976 about 135.000 
youngsters were vaccinated 
against polio in California and 
about 163.307 for measles 


The federal swine flu vacci­ 
nation program reached mil- 


lions of Americans last year, in­ 
cluding 3 million Californians 
The program was halted in 
December while scientists and 
physicians tried to determine if 
the serum was safe after deaths 
from a rare paralysis, called 
Guillain-Barre syndrome, were 
tied to the vaccine 
In addition, the predicted 
nationwide swine flu outbreak 
never occurred 


“ Maybe we will have to go 
next year without immuniza­ 
tion for flu and have another 
12.000 people die unimmunized 
and then go back to everyone 
getting 
im m unized 
religiously." Lackner said 


Lackner said one of the major 
drawbacks in the federal 
program was the combination 
of serum for both the swine and 
A-victoria flues 


” 1 would have been happier if 
they would have kept the vac­ 
cines seperate," said Lackner 
Then we could have im­ 
munized people depending on 
what we thought was coming ” 


Lackner said politics should 
be kept out of immunizations 
programs 


“ I think a lot of Washington 
commentators felt that the 
swine flu program was politi­ 
cally timed and politically 
motivated." he said “ If that 
were true, then it shouldn't 
have been.”

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President proposes 
refugee 'homeland' 


CLINTON. Mass. (UPI) — President Carter, 
in his first face-to-face meeting with the public 
since moving into the White House, said Palesti­ 
nians must have a homeland in order to resolve 
Middle East troubles. 
He obviously was pleased by his enthusiastic 
reception Wednesday night at a special town 
m eeting in this once thriving, but now 
economically struggling community of 13,000 
citizens. 
The 850 lucky ones able to get seats in the 
Town Hall auditorium applauded loudly after 
every response, including C arter’s answers to 
such controversial topics as abortion. 
Carter himself observed it was “ the first time 
I’ve ever given an answer on abortion and got 
applauded." 
He also continued a recent trend of offering 
specifics on ways of reaching a possible peace 
accord in the Middle East. “There has to be a 
hom eland provided for the P alestin ian s, 
refugees who have suffered for many, many 
years.” he said. 
But. he said, “The Palestinians claim ... that 
Israel has no right to be there, that the land 
belongs to the Palestinians, and they have never 
yet given up their publicly professed com­ 


m itment to destroy Israel. That has to be over­ 
come.” 
Much of the meeting resembled a rally with 
the people of Clinton overjoyed to have a presi­ 
dent choose to talk with them. 
“Your visit to our beloved town has created a 
spirit of civic pride equaled very few tim es since 
the incorporation of this town in 1850,” said 
Board of Selectmen Chairman Alan D. Jew ett to 
thunderous applause. 
At least three-quarters of those in town hall 
wore something green, reflecting on the eve of 
St Patrick s Day that the populations of the 
town is 75 per cent of Irish descent. 
Carter kept the enthusiasm alive. He im­ 
mediately told Clinton citizens their town is “ex­ 
traordinary.” a statem ent that also brought a 
thunderous response. 
Carter, in discussing the issue of abortion, said 
that “under the new and revised welfare system 
... we will try to give families a chance to make 
sure that they can avoid unwanted pregnancy 
with adequate instruction, to provide birth con­ 
trol opportunities for those who believe in 
them." 
He said the government will work "to dis­ 
courage abortions as much as possible.”

Brown salary freeze 
plan lifts eyebrows

I t’s 
q u estio n a b le in my m ind 
whether we could by statute 
limit the salary of the president 
of the university.” Rodda said. 
Constitutional provisions pro­ 
tect the University of California 
from direct control by the 
legislature However, the state 
university and college system is 
bound by legislative statute 
Brown Wednesday also dis­ 
closed he would revise his 
budget plan to increase state 
college teachers’ salaries from 
2 2 to 5 per cent — the same 
figure proposed for UC faculty 
The sta te college increase 
would cost $10 6 million. 
The governor had based his 
earlier 2 2 per cent proposal on 
a study he said was “ highly dis­ 
puted.” 
While Brown said he wants to 
provide more money for state 
teachers, he added. “ I want to 
make sure some of the top ad­ 
m inistrators don’t 
increase 
their privileged state in life.” 
B ro w n ’s 
s a la r y - f r e e z e 
proposal would affect less than 
100 officials at the University of 
California and California State 


University and College systems 
and the Postsecondary Educa­ 
tion Commission, the state 
Department of Finance said. A 
spokesman said the savings 
would total "a relatively small 
amount of dollars.” 
University of C alifornia's 
David Saxon — who m akes 
$62.500 a year and would be af­ 
fected by the freeze proposal, 
said the plan is ” going to cause 
some problem , and I don’t 
agree with th a t approach. 
T h erefo re, I w ill seek to 
remove that restriction in the 
budget language.” 
A spokeswoman for Saxon 
said one problem was that 
while top-level salaries would 
be held at $50.000, wages of as­ 
sistants would continue to rise 
until they were earning ”$5 lea­ 
s ’’ than their bosses. 
Rodda said the gap should be 
reduced between the salaries of 
higher education officials and 
those of the lower-paid state of­ 
ficeholders “The regents (of 
the university) and trustees (of 
the state colleges) should be 
more responsible in granting 
compensation and increases." 
he said. 
The California Taxpayers As­ 
so ciatio n liste d 895 s ta te 
employes as making more than 
the governor’s salary of $49,100. 
But the majority of those are 
judges, who would be exempt 
from Brown’s plan.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate Wednesday took its first 
hard look at a $925 million 
property “ tax justice” bill to be 
financed in part by income tax 
increases but lawmakers re­ 
mained 
noncom m ittal 
until 
other plans are studied 


“This will bring tax justice to 
an overwhelming number of 
Californians,” said the bill’s 
author. Sen Nicholas Petris. D- 
Oakland. 


The Senate Revenue and Tax­ 
ation Committee took no action 
on the measure (SB154) and 
delayed a hearing on three 
other major proposals for one 
week 


The Petris bill would base 
property tax relief on income 
with the state paying as much 
as % per cent of the tax bills for 
poorer hom eow ners 
Those 
earning $30.000 or more would 


receive only 4 per cent. 
For example, the average 
homeowner with a taxable in­ 
come of $18.000 who owns a 
$40.000 home now pays about 
$854 a year in property taxes. 
Under the Petris formula, taxes 
for the same person would be 
slashed by $290 


Renters would be eligible for 
tax rebates with the poorest 
receiving about $250 a year 
To finance the plan. $520 
million would be raised by 
boosting the income tax for up­ 
per brackets beginning at 
$17.000 Persons with taxable 
income of $30,000 or more 
would see their state income 
tax bill increase by 9 per cent 


In addition. $240 m illion 
would come from eliminating 
the preferential treatm ent for 
capital gains, and another $200 
million would come from the 
state budget surplus 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
law w hich keeps ca n ce r- 
causing chemicals out of the 
food supply is under attack as 
never before in the wake of the 
proposed ban on saccharin 
Consumer advocates 
fear 
irre p arab le dam age to the 
cause of food safety may result. 
Already several pieces of 
legislation have been floated to 
modify or otherwise change the 
law. called the Delaney clause, 
and even the Food and Drug Ad­ 
m inistration itself says it 
welcomes debate on the is­ 
sue 
/ 
Anita Johnson, a lawyer for 
Ralph Nader’s Health Research 
Group, told UPI “our experi­ 
ence with the FDA in the past is 
that they haven’t been very 
vigorous about safety hazards 
and we fear if they are given 
the au th o rity to approve 
cancer-causing chem icals in 
food, they will. 
“ We think there should be 
more legislation like the De­ 
laney Clause, not less.” she 
said “ Without it the whole food 
legislation area goes down the 
tubes. Any law which allows the 
FDA to weigh the benefits and 
risks means the FDA is going to 
exaggerate the benefits and 
minimize the risks to the detri­ 
ment of consumers FDA needs 
very firm instructions from 
Congress on this subject." 
Congress will begin an in­ 
tense look at the subject Mon­ 
day. when Rep. Paul Rogers’ 


health and environment sub­ 
committee begins hearings on 
the saccharin decision and the 
laws under which it was ban­ 
ned. 
The Delaney clause says no 
carcinogen, once identified, 
may be allowed in food. 
Critics contend research has 
become so sophisticated that it 
is possible to detect minute 
quantities of carcinogens pre­ 
sent even though the quantities 
are so small that they pose no 
risk 
Former FDA Commissioner 
Herbert Ley suggested Wednes­ 
day the Delaney clause needs to 
be m odified to reflect the 
p h i l o s o p h y 
in 
s o m e 
environmental laws such as the 
Clean Air Act. which allows 
certain levels of harmful sub­ 
stances to be present. 


Ms Johnson, however, said 
the two subjects can t really be 
compared 


“ Food additives are a much 
simpler situation than air pollu­ 
tants or water pollutants.” she 
said “ They are much easier to 
control 
We re putting $800 
million a year into cancer 
research and we think chemi­ 
cals cause 75 per cent of all 
cancer cases We hope people 
realize it’s a sensible step to 
elim inate this one exposure 
«saccharin)." 


The question may go beyond 
the Delaney Clause, however. 
Acting FDA C om m issioner 


Sherwin Gardner has said the 
agency may have had to ban 
saccharin even if D elaney 
didn’t exist because of other 
food safety laws it enforces. 


The FDA added, however, 
that such speculation is hypo­ 
thetical because the Delaney 
amendment does exist and was 
the controlling factor in last 
week's decision.

From Betty Lechner of Mission Hills comes an assortment of her favorite 
recipes A gourmet cook, she has assembled all sorts of suggestions for both 
company and family meals. First offered is a "tasty” especially good at holi­ 
day time but welcome at any time of year. At Christmas she decorates this 
with a sprig of holly, at Easter, endive. 


Snow Cap Spread 
Mix two 4* ^ 07 cans Underwood deviled ham with 1 tbsp. fresh minced onion. 
Mound on a pretty place. Frost with an 8 oz., pkg. of cream cheese, blended 
with ‘4 cup sour cream and 2*4 tsp. sharp mustard. Serve with crackers. 


Easter Bunny Bombshells 
For eight cocktails, mix; 1 pt. pineapple juice, 1 pt. Tokay wine and *4 pt. 
gin. Shake with ice. For a crowd, make into punch by adding 16 oz of gingerale 
or Clubhouse soda. 
Split 8-10 large raw shrimp and put in Pyrex pie pan. Broil 7 minutes. 
Remove. Pour over *4 cup white wine; clove of garlic, minced; 2 tbsp. 
browned melted butter. 1 tbsp. lemon juice. Return to broiler for 2 minutes. 


Mexican Salad 
3 large green sweet peppers 
1 medium onion 
4 medium ripe tomatoes 
4 slices bacon 
cup mild vinegar 
1 tsp. chili powder 
Chop the vegetables. Cut bacon in small pieces and fry until crisp. Remove 
and drain. To bacon fat. add chili powder, vinegar and a pinch of salt. Pour 
over the vegetable and serve in lettuce cups. 


Apple Sponge Pudding 
Melt 2 tbsp butter in large flat pan 2” deep and 10-12 inches long. Pare 6 ap­ 
ples and core Slice over the butter. Sprinkle with one box light brown sugar. 
Mix the following batter: 3 beaten eggs, 1 cup sugar, V2 cup water, 1 cup flour, 1 
tsp. baking powder, 1 tsp. vanilla. Pour over apples and bake in 300 decree oven 
for one hour or longer, until apples are tender. 


Another choice for dessert: 
Sunshine Pie 
Separate 4 eggs and beat yolks slightly. Add juice and rind of one lemon and 
12 cup sugar. Cook in double boiler until thick. Add pinch of salt and *4 tbsp. ( *4 
envelope) of plain gelatin softened in ^ cup cold water. Cool. 
Beat whites of egg until stiff, add Va cup sugar and beat well. Fold into 
cooked mixture. Pour into cooled baked pie shell and chill. Makes one 9 inch 
pie. For a larger pie. beat until stiff. *4 pint whipping cream and fold into mix­ 
ture before filling shell.

Pour sauce over chicken and eggs 
Roll out buscuit dough and cut into rounds with floured cutter. Place rounds on 
top about 1 inch apart and bake at 425 degrees for 15-20 minutes

Sain's into a computer as the 
first step in the research 
project. 
They’v. been it it tor two 
years and Dr Murk Skolnick, a 
population 
geneticist heading 
the team anticipates it will be 
another vear before they’re 
ready to start linking the family 
history data with medical infor­ 
mation 
The researchers plan to com­ 
pare the genealogy of 250.000 
Mormon families with medical 
records to test several genetic 
hypotheses about disease 
Their research could help in 
the early detection and preven­ 
tion of cancer and other dis­ 
eases. according to Dr Homer 
Warner of the university s 
medical biophysics and com­ 
puting department 
Utah esearchcrs. funded by 
a National Cum er Institute 
grant, wi i first determine 
whether center runs in fami­ 
lies 
If a strong family relation­ 
ships is found they will then 
search for distinguishing traits 
of cam er-prone families 
Warner hopes to find a 
relationship between certain 
genetic markers, such as 
fingerprints, and cancer and 
use them to identify high-risk 
individuals within families 
" If a family at risk can be 
identified, then it might be pos­ 
sible to identify individuals 
within that family who have 
traits corresponding to genes 
which might predispose them to 
cancer." he sa\s 
“ Bv identifying these people 
early, we can expose them to 
unusual <kte< tion ef'orts that 
would he ci^t-prohiNtive to 
carry out for the entire popula- 
tion 
With such thorough 
testing, we should be able to 
identity many lesions before 
they become malignant. 
* We also < an improve cancer 
prevention by counseling these 
people on environmental dan­ 
gers — such as poor diet and 
smoking — which may trigger 
the start of cancer " 
Skolnick has already used 
family relationships to find in­ 
dividuals at high risk of con­ 
tracting Wilson s disease, a 
neurological disorder which can 
destroy the liver 


The researchers also hope to 
apply their approach to 
oro- 
narv heart disease, cerebral 
vascular disease and “ the 
whole spcclrurr of illness 
The studv is buili around the

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Kuhn wins court battle 
Finley shut out again 


CHICAGO (U PI) - Federal Court 
Judge Frank J. McGarr ruled against 
Oakland A’s owner Charles 0. Finley to­ 
day in his $3.5 million suit against 
Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn. 
The decision said Kuhn had the 
authority to cancel Finley’s sales of 
pitchers Vida Blue and Rollie Fingers 
and outfielder Joe Rudi last year. 
McGarr confirmed he had ruled 
against Finley after the Chicago Sun- 
Times in a replate of its final edition 
reported the victory for Kuhn. 
“ The Sun-Times headline is true,” 
McGarr said. He declined to give the 
reasons pending the release of his formal 
decision His secretary was still typing 
the decision and it was expected to be 
made available about noon (CST) today. 
Finley had no immediate comment. 
“ I can t. I will not make any statement 
until I am officiallly notified by Judge 
McGarr,” Finley said. “ It is hard for me 
to visualized that Judge McGarr notified 
the wire services before my knowledge. I 


don’t know anything about it.” 
Asked about an appeal. Finley said, “ I 
just don’t know. As soon as I am notified, 
I will have a comment.” 
Finley sued Kuhn for $3.5 million 
dollars after Kuhn ruled the Oakland 
owner’s sale of Blue to the New York 
Yankees for $1.5 million and Rudi and 
Fingers to the Boston Red Sox for $1 
million each was “ not in the best in­ 
terests of baseball.” 
McGarr heard the case in U.S. District 
Court over 15 days without a jury earlier 
this year. 
Finley consistently maintained Kuhn 
had overstepped his authority by voiding 
the sales. 
Fingers and Rudi played out their op­ 
tions last season and signed contracts 
with the San Diego Padres and the Cali­ 
fornia Angels, respectively. Blue signed 
a new contract with Oakland. 
Sun-Times baseball writer Jerome 
Holtzman first reported the McGarr 
decision in a Scottsdale. Ariz.. datelined 


story 
McGarr. contacted in his chambers, 
said he had seen the newspaper and con­ 
firmed the decision. 


Finley was stunned by the decision but 
said he would appeal. 


“ Maybe it is 18 years of blood, sweat 
and tears down the drain.” said Finley 
after he had spoken with an aide to 
McGarr 


“ Naturally I am very disappointed 
with Judge McGarr's decision My only 
hope now is the appellate court. Other 
than that I have nothing more to say.” 


Asked if he were certain the case 
would be taken to a higher court. Finley 
said, “ very definitely.” 
As to what effect the decision would 
have on his future in baseball. Finley 
said. “ None whatsover.” There had been 
suggestions Finley might be forced to 
sell Oakland to the National League and 
the franchise moved to Washington.

LOS A N G E L E S (U P I) - Most 
athletes who do well on the field do well 
in business 
That’s the opinion of Cally Curtis, film 
producer, who uses that theme in her 
management training and self- 
motivation films. 
Examples are Los Angeles Rams’ 
Merlin Olsen and Green Bay Packers* 
Jerry Kramer. 


"Successful athletes are successful in 
business.” Curtis said. “ They are more 
likely to be successful than a non-athlete, 
not because of their muscles, but 
because of traits they’ve developed — 
self-discipline and motivation and keep­ 
ing in shape both mentally and physical­ 
ly 
“ Athletics teach people how to have 
goals and priorities I’m more convinced 


than ever that athletes don’t like to lose 
after they've been a winner. 
“ You try a little harder You make 
your own luck and the athlete — the 
good one — tries a little harder It’s 
refusing to be defeated ” 


She feels this attitude, filtered into the 
private business sector via her films 
starring athletes who fall into this “ suc­ 
cess" category, can help companies get 
more output from their employes by 
raising their morale and incentive 


Curtis, who owns and runs a film 
production company in Hollywood that 
bears her name, feels the parallel 
between a successful athlete and a suc­ 
cessful business career is a valid one 
I think the qualities people develop in 
sports- self-discipline, 
motivation— 
are carried into other aspects of lite 


Lots of people believe these traits stop 
there But they don’t Most of us in our 
early days, whether it’s in sand lots or 
gym classes, learn there is satisfaction 
in competitive sports 
When we get 
out of school, we lose that satisfaction. 
“ Sometimes we get so discouraged 
with the day-to-day frustrations that we 
don’t remind ourselves that we can be 
what we want to be. 
“ Most people in sales seem to relate to 
sports situations Everyone has to get up 
for the game 
I really am a great 
believer in positive thinking Most of us 
defeat ourselves, and that’s what sports 
teaches that we can't do.” 
Her films chronicle athletes and their 
accomplishments on the field and then 
feature the athletes describing how 
they've succeeded in the business world 
Curtis, an avid sports fan from her 


childhood days, has gotten where she is 
through hard work She once wanted to 
become C alifo rnia's first woman 
Senator but discarded the idea when she 
discovered she could not stick to a single 
political party. 
She eventually founded her own film 
company and began specializing in 
management training and self- 
motivation films, quite a few starring 
sports personalities 


One of her films in this category is 
“ The Habit of Winning." starring 
Kramer, the former Packer all-pro 
guard under the lengendary Vince Lom­ 
bardi 
She currently is working on a 
motivational film called “ All Pro” with 
Olsen 


Curtis is trying to break out of the 
mode of making films for 01 her people by 


joining forces with former University 
Southern California football coach Jo 
McKay and producing a 10-film “ how t 
series on the fundamentals of football 
The film stars McKay, who is n<

set up. This made the spade 
slam a very good one and 
North bid it. 
This hand helped decide the 
national knockout team cham­ 
pionship of 1933 because it was 
bid at one table while the 
other table stopped at a mere 
game contract. 


The slam failed to make. 
The late Louis Watson, whose 
death at the age of 29 just two 
years later deprived bridge of 
one of its very best and very 
nicest players, happened to sit 
West.

Hart's poll 


Assemblyman Gary Hart B a r b a r a 
C o u n t y . 
The 
recen tly polled his con- tally:35.3 per cent urged the 
stitu en cy with a unique assemblyman to stay out of 
legislative questionnaire and non-partisan politics; 64.7 per 
the results are now in and they cent urged the assemblyman 
are, in our opinion, surprising. 
Hart devised some real and 
some hypothetical questions 
based on the fact that every 
public office holder m ust 
d e c i d e on q u e s t i o n s of 
compromise and conscience. 
On legislative ethics, Hart 
posed three questions. 
First, he outlined a situation 
whereby as an individual he 
opposed 
legalized gambling 
but he had a clear impression 
that most voters in his district 
favored legalized gambling as 
a way to raise money for the 
state. A colleague has in­ 
troduced a bill to legalize 
gambling. The tally: 62.7 per 
cent urged the lawmaker to 
vote conscience; 37.3 per cent 
urged voting for the bill. 
Second, the question dealt 
with whether or not an as­ 
semblyman should support a 
candidate for sheriff in Santa 


to give the candidate an en­ 
dorsement. 


The third question dealt 
with a hypothetical situation 
whereby a bill is introduced by 
the assemblyman to provide 
senior citizens with Golden 
Bear passes to enable them to 
use state park facilities free of 
charge. In committee, the bill 
faces a five for, five against 
and one undecided vote. The 
undecided vote savs he will 
trade his vote if the a s­ 
semblyman will vote for a new 
training facility for state 
employes. Under normal cir­ 
cumstances, the assemblyman 
would never support such a 
bill. The tally:20.3 per cent 
urged the assemblyman to ac­ 
cept the deal; 79.7 per cent 
called for refusal on the basis 
that integrity is more impor­ 
tant. 


On the question of how an as­ 
semblyman should best use his 
time, Hart posed a situation 
whereby a 100 per cent atten­ 
dance record could be spoiled 
if the lawmaker attended the 
Santa Barbara Fiesta Parade. 
The tally: 38.3 per cent urged 
the assemblyman to attend the 
parade; 61.7 per cent told him 
to skip the parade. 


A final question poses the 
situation whereby the as­ 
semblyman is invited to a 
small dinner party in honor of 
the 60th birthday of the 
chairperson of the Seqate 
Finance Committee. On the 
same evening, the State 
Department of Education is 
conducting a briefing on the 
bilingual education program. 
A total of 55.4 per cent told the 
assemblyman to accept the 
party invitation with 44 6 per 
cent against. 


It is a unique poll and, as we 
said, the results are surpris­ 
ing.

WASHINGTON - G. Gordon Liddy, 
the macho Watergate conspirator who 
once tried to impress friends by holding 
his hand over a burning candle, has been 
coming under some fire in prison as well. 
The tight-lipped Liddy has remained 
silent to this day about his role in the ill- 
f a te d 
W a t e r g a te 
break-in. But he was 
quick to com p lain 
loudly about his ac­ 
com odations at the 
A llen w ood 
P riso n 
C am p 
in 
P e n n ­ 
sylvania. Liddy moved 
to 
th e 
m in im u m 
security prison three 
m o n th s a g o from 
another penitentiary 
in Danbury. Conn. 
The tenacious tough 
guy was assigned to sl­ 
eep on a cot in a 
h a llw a y n e a r th e 
t e l e v i s i o n 
ro o m 
b ecau se the better 
rooms were all booked 
up Liddy soon squawked that he couldn’t 
sleep because of the noise from the all- 
night tv room 
Almost immediately, prison officials 
banned tv watching after 11:30 p.m., and 
even started making spot checks to make 
sure the inmates weren’t sneaking a 
peek at the late show. The other inmates 
were infuriated at what seemed to be the 
special treatm ent for their famous 
colleague. Many other sleepless inmates 
had complained about the late-night tv 
noise, to no avail. 
The outraged prisoners retaliated by 
setting Liddy’s mattress on fire. When 
he got a new one, they soaked it. The in­ 
mates also threw all the beleaguered 
Liddy s personal property out the door. 
We learned of the brouhaha when an 
angry inmate bellyached to us that the 
prison surrenders to every demand Lid­ 
dy makes. 
Allenwood warden Eldon 
Jensen confirmed that Liddy had some 
trouble with his fellow prisoners. He told 
us. however, he closed the tv room early 
due to numerous complaints, not because 
of Liddy’s protest 
Footnote: Last month, we revealed 


that the Justice Dept, was seriously con­ 
sidering Liddy’s petition to commute the 
rest of his sentence. Justice officials are 
studying the request and a recommenda­ 
tion will likely be sent to President 
Carter early this spring. 
HEARTBROKEN HOOVER - Behind 
the bulldog visage of J. Edgar Hoover, 
who in tim id a ted 
la w m a k ers and 
lawbreakers for decades, was a man 
acutely sensitive to any criticism of his 
beloved FBI. 
No one defended the bureau more 
staunchly than Hoover when the Warren 
Commission complained about the FBI’s 
handling of the investigation into Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s assassination But long- 
secret documents show that Hoover was 
nearly heartbroken over his bureau’s 
failings in the JFK probe and felt the 
commission had “debunked" the FBI 
forever. 
Early morning, the tough-talking 
director carefully perused clippings 
from 10 daily newspapers including the 
Washington Post and New York Times. 
But nothing pleased him more than the 
peppy style and sympathetic viewpoint 
of the New York Daily News and the 
now-defunct Hearst papers, the Journal- 
American and the Mirror. 
When the Journal-American got wind 
of secret FBI files and reported that 
Hoover would tell President Johnson 
that Lee Harvey Oswald acted alone, the 
FBI chief was surprisingly calm. Had 
the breach of security appeared in a 
more liberal paper. Hoover probably 
would have unleashed his own plumbers 
to track down the leaker 
Instead he sent a mild memo to his 
sidekick Clyde Tolson. com m enting 
wryly: “I assume none of this is coming 
from the FBI.” His aides assured him it 
wasn’t. 
Hoover did withhold some information 
about the killing that could have 
damaged the FBI’s reputation, however 
When the Warren Commission report 
criticized the FBI. Hoover sadly found 
that even the loyal Journal-American 
was giving him bad reviews. Solemnly, 
he underlined the harshest phrases 
In a handwritten note to closest bureau 
friends. Hoover conceded that the com ­ 


mission report was “a real debunking of 
the FBI which we will never live down.” 
Now. after 13 years, the late director’s 
words seem prophetic For as charges of 
a coverup have been leveled at the FBI, 
its actions in the Kennedy investigation 
are once again b ein g probed by 
Congress 
F ootn ote 
H o o v er’s 
su c c e sso r . 
Clarence Kelley, is still trying to clear 
the air. We reported in January that the 
FBI withheld from the Warren Commis­ 
sion 23 sum m aries of Oswald’s ac­ 
tivities. Kelley told us that all 69 sum­ 
maries were provided to the commis­ 
sion Kelley also said the bureau fur­ 
nished the commission with all pertinent 
information about potential informants, 
including the Cuban Sylvia Odio and 
right-wing activist Joseph Milteer. All 
a lle g a tio n s about them w ere in­ 
vestigated and turned over to the com­ 
mission. Kelley said

WASHINGTON - As most of us pur­ 
sue the routine of our daily lives, we are 
scarcely aware of the extent to which we 
have put ourselves in pawn to nuclear 
science. The extent to which this has 
happened in a few short decades with the 
abstruse, infinitely complex nature of 
this science is a transformation beyond 
the comprehension of 
th e 
a v e r a g e 
i n ­ 
dividual. 
That was well il­ 
lustrated in the impas­ 
sioned dispute over 
the nomination of Paul 
Warnke to be head of 
the U S delegation for 
a new arm s agree­ 
ment with the Soviet 
Uni on. It has the 
primitive sound at 
times, as though the 
quarrel 
wa s o v e r 
another camp armed 
with bows and arrows 
and said to have more 
bows and arrows than 
our camp 
The goal 
seemed to be to cripple Warnke in 
negotiating with the rival camp 
Yet each camp is armed with a power 
equivalent to a piece of the sun: the 
hydrogen bomb. It is a force capable of 
destroying virtually all life on this 
planet Surelv it there had ever been a 
time when dispassionate reason should 
have prevailed it was then. 
Weaponry is not the only field in which 
nuclear science is the master of man’s 
destiny 
Nuclear reactors to generate 
electricity and fill the energy gap have 
stirred a fierce controversy between the 
environmentalists 
and the scientific- 
industrial community. 
I wrote a column some time ago on 
"The Unfinished Agenda.” a Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund report That report sup­ 
ported the view that nuclear reactors 
capable 
of 
producing 
weapons-grade 
materi al s as well as generati ng 
eleetricitv were such a threat that they 
should be barred A possible explosion 
endangering the lives of thousands, the 
problem of disposing of nuclear wastes 
radioactive for hundreds of years and the 
then of plutonium for purposes of 


blackmail, whether on a criminal or 
national or international scale were con­ 
sidered potential threats posed by the 
reactors. 
That column drew many letters, 
notably from scientists, who believe 
such dangers are minimal and who see 
nuclear power as our only energy alter­ 
native The following is an excerpt from 
one of tjie most interesting letters, writ­ 
ten by a scientist committed to nuclear 
power development: 
“I suppose that 1 am selfish to want to 
maintain the quality of life that we 
enjov I chose nuclear energy as a career 
20 years ago because I believed abundant 
and inexpensive energy to be essential to 
comfort and abundance. All that I have 
learned snce then supports that early 
belief. 
"I also believe that energy should be 
conserved and used wisely, but I do not 
believe that I should be cold or broke, or 
both, because energy is not available or 
reasonably priced I will do my part, as a 
consumer, to conserve energy." 
The writer challenges me to say why I 
cannot support the development of the 
nuclear energy alternative I can only 
answer that the case for theft, accident 
and the problem of nuclear wastes seem s 
to me very strong. But the challenger, 
with 20 years of experience in nuclear 
energy, may well say this is my ig­ 
norance — and perhaps I should plead 
guilty. 
That there are alternatives to plunging 
headlong into what is called a “plutonium 
economy” is suggested by the current is­ 
sue of The Bulletin of the Atomic Scien­ 
tists. A lead article underscores the 
perils of the plutonium cycle: 
“ ...Fission explosives (highly destruc­ 
tive» small enough to be transported by 
automobile could be designed and built 
by small groups of people, even con­ 
ceivably by individuals working alone 
if thev somehow managed to acquire the 
needed dozen kilogram s or so of 
plutonium. Under some conditions, the 
work could be done in an ordinary home 
workshop, using materials and equip­ 
me n t that are e a s i l y a v a i l a b l e 
worldwide 
An alternative the Bulletin suggests is 
the use of thorium rather than uranium 


which would result in far sm aller 
quanitities of weapons-grade stuff from 
the plutonium cycle 
It is an extremely complicated process 
and 1 must confess that while I read the 
article three times. I do not fully unders­ 
tand it Yet I am willing to accept the 
word of these scientists, members of a 
Princeton University research team, 
that we should not take a headlong 
plunge without looking at alternatives. 
Of one thing the Bulletin is certain If a 
country is determined to acquire nuclear 
weapons, there are no controls that can 
prevent it from doing so And it will be 
made easier by the rapid development of 
plutonium cycle reactors. 
The United States is in process of dis­ 
couraging West Germany from selling to 
Brazil a full cycle plutonium reactor and 
France from making a similar reactor 
available to Pakistan This discourage­ 
ment is hardly welcomed by the prin­ 
cipals 
The grim truth is that man has un­ 
locked the key to the universe and now 
does not understand what to do with his 
knowledge
